Claim 1 (Currently amended): A urine guiding article for use with a body fluid absorbent article 
having an ebsefb^ inner surfece. said urine guiding article having a longitudinal direction and a 
transverse direction, said urine guiding article further comprising: 

a plurality of t tniividuQl ribbon-like strips; and 

a sheet-like connecting region; 

said plurality of individual ribbon-like strips having a thickness and extending along said 
longitudinal direction while being arranged in said transverse diiwtion and having proximal end 
P<^^ons that are interconnected to one another hv the sheet-like connectinp r^p j^n and &eej 
unattached distal end portions that are not d irectly connected to one another, wherein the ribbon-like 
strips are onlv interconnected to eac h other at their proximal end portions : and 

said sheet-like connecting region that interconnects said proximal end portions of said 
plurality of ribbon-like strips andottachos attachable onto said absorbont inner surface of said body 
fluid absorbent article wife so that said plurality of ribbon-like strips lyiag lie on said absorbent inner 
surface in said longitudinal direction, 
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Whereby an amount of urine discharged on said plurality of ribbon-like strips is guided 
therealong from said proximal end portions toward said free, unattaohcd distal end portions. 

Claim 2 (Cunrently amended): The article according to claim I, wherein said ribbon-like strips 
spread an amount of urine in said longitudinal diT«;tion while preventing the spread of urine in said 
transverse direction in ugg . 

Claim 3 (Original): The article according to claim 1, wherein each of said ribbon-like strips 
comprises a fibrous assembly in which component fibers are oriented in said longitudinal direction. 

Claim 4 (Original): The article according to claim 1, wherein said ribbon-like strips comprise 
hydrophobic fibers. 

Claim 5 (Previously presented): The article according to claim 1, wherein said ribbon-hkc strips 
comprise hydrophobic fibers and hydrophilic fibers. 

Claim 6 (Original): The article according to claim I, wherein said connecting region is coated on 
one surface thereof with an adhesive. 
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Claim 7 (Currenily amended): The article according to claim 6, in combination with a body fl.nd 
ab?pybent article h^yps an inner surfacft wherein said adhesive permanently attaches said article to 
said fl^serM inner surface of said body fluid absorbent wearing article. 

Claim 8 (Cunently amended): The article according to claim 6, in combination with a hoHv f\u\^ 
al?s9T^3ent article having an inner surfac e, wherein said adhesive removably attaches said article to 
one of said absefbeat inner surface of said body fluid absorbent wearing article and a body of a 
wearer. 


Claim 9 (Canceled): 

Claim 10 (New): A urine guiding article for use with a body fluid absorbent article having an inner 
surface, said urine guiding article having a longitudinal direction and a transverse direction, said 
urine guiding article fiirther comprising: 

a plurality of ribbon-like strips; and 

a sheet-like connecting region; 

said plurality of ribbon-like strips having distal end portions that are separated from one 
another by slits fomied between adjacent ones of said plurality of ribbon-like strips, said plurality of 
ribbon-like ships further having prox imal end portions that are integrally connected to each other by 
the sheet-like connecting region which extends beyond proximal terminal ends of said slits formed 
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between adjacent ones of said plwality of ribbon-like strips, said plurality of ribbon-like strips 
forther having a thickness and extending along said longitudinal direction while being airanged in 
said transverse direction, wherein the ribbon-Uke strips ai^ only interconnected to each other at their 
proximal end portions by the sheet-like interconnecting region; and 

said sheet-like connecting region being attachable onto said inner surface of said body fluid 
absorbent article so that said plurality of ribbon-like strips lie on said absorbent inner surface in said 
longitudinal direction, 

whereby an amount of urine dischaiged on said plurality of ribbon-like strips is guided 
therealong from said proximal end portions toward said distal end portions. 

Claim 11 (New): The article according to claim 10, wherein said ribbon-like strips spnsad an amount 
of urine in said longitudinal direction while preventing the spread of urine in said transverse 
direction in use. 


Claim 12 (New): The article according to claim 10. wherein each of said ribbon-like strips 
comprises a fibrous assembly in which component fibers are oriented in said longitudinal direction. 

Claim 13 (New): The article according to claim 10, wherein said ribbon-like strips comprise 
hydrophobic fibers. 
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Claim 14 (New): Hie article according to claim 10, wherein said ribbon-like strips comprise 
hydrophobic fibers and hydrophilic fibers. 

Claim 15(New): The article according to claim 10. wherein said connecting region is coated on one 
sur&ce thereof with an adhesive. 

Claim 16 (New): The article according to claim 6. in combination with abody fluid absorbent article 
having an inner surface, wherein said adhesive permanently attaches said article to said inncrsurface 
of said body fluid absorbent wearing article. 

Claim 1 7 (New): The article according to claim 6, in combination wilha body fluid absorbent article 
having an Inner surface, wherein said adhesive removably attaches said article to one of said inner 
surface of said body fluid absorbent wearing article and a body of a wearer. 
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
